“We regard the farm price sit­ 
uation as one of the most impor­ 
tant issues that will come up in 
the presidential campaign. We 
are getting ready to hit it hard.” 
Fritchey said the Democrats’ ad­ 
visory committee probably will in­ 
clude governors, members of con­ 
gress and dirt farmers.

Democrats in Congress gener­ 
ally have supported a return to rig­ 
id, high-level price supports, as op­ 
posed to the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration’s flexible supports.

Top French 
Morocco Aide 
*Resigns Post 
PARIS (if) — France today an­ 
nounced the resignation of Gilbert 
Grandval, her top administrative 
officer in her troubled Moroccan 
protectorate. 
As expected, Gen. Pierre Boyer 
de Latour was named to succeed 
Grandval as resident general. The 
^general has been resident general 
in Tunisia. 
Grandval, who went to Rabat 
July 7 with orders to relax French 
rule, built 
up 
popularity 
with 
many Moroccan nationalists but 
drew the ire of European residents 
of the protectorate who oppose giv­ 
ing the natives a stronger hand. 
The colonists blamed his “ weak” 
policy for 
the native 
uprisings 
OAug. 20 in which more than 1,000 
Moroccans and French were kill­ 
ed. Neutral observers considered 
the uprisings were 
due 
to 
the 
French government’s d e l a y in 
granting some measure of self- 
rule to the nationalists. 
The French hope that Boyer de 
Latour, who for many years held 
military commands in Morocco, 
will satisfy both nationalists and 
French colonials. During his ten­ 
u re in Tunisia, the French grant­ 
ed the protectorate a large meas­ 
ure of home rule. While he was in 
Morocco, Boyer de Latour used a 
firm hand against Moroccans.

Arafa. He was installed by the 
French two years ago when they 
exiled his pro - nationalist rela­

Israel Shuns Ceasefire In Palestine, 
Demands Egypt Admit It Is At Fault 


JERUSALEM (85—Israel balked 
today at agreeing to a ceasefire 
along the Gaza frontier and de­ 
manded that Egypt first accept 
responsibility for recent violence 
in the border area. 
Egypt had agreed late yester­ 
day to a cease-fire beginning at 
6 p. rn. yesterday. 
It seemed 
virtually certain, however, that 
the Cairo government would re­ 
ject the Israeli demand. 
An Israeli spokesman said today 
his government has no confidence 
in Egypt’s promise to stop shoot­ 
ing, given in response to an ap­ 
peal to both nations from Canad­ 
ian Maj. Gen. E. L. M. Burns, 
chief of the U. N. Palestine truce 
commission. 


Premier Moshe Sharett’s 
gov­ 
ernment, the 
spokesman 
contin­ 
ued, had replied to Burns with a 
request that he obtain the Egyptian 
acceptance of responsibility for an 
incident last week. 
, 
“Deep penetrations into Israel 
by terrorist units of the Egyptian 
armed forces waylaying and kill­ 
ing civilians, plapting mines and 
seeking to terrorize our popula­ 
tion,” was charged against the 
Cairo government. 
An announcement from the U.N. 
truce commission said Burns, after 
receiving the Israelis’ reply, had 
tried to get them to go ahead 
with a cease-fire order because 
Egypt “in agreeing to the cease­ 


fire had also agreed to put a stop 
to all raiding and mining.” 
“The Israeli authorities, in" view 
of further incidents reported dur­ 
ing the evening of Aug. 30, were 
doubtful of whether to accept the 
proposal and it was stated the final j 
decision would not be made until 
the morning of Aug. 31,” the U.N. 
announcement said. 
The Israeli letter to Burns, 
which was signed by Arthur Lou- 
rie, deputy director general of

The. resumption of .violence in 
the Gaza 
region last Thursday 
followed a breakdown of talks Aug.

Negotiators for Chrysler and the 
CIO United Auto Workers go back 
to the bargaining table to hammer 
out final details. 
The union has set a strike dead­ 
line of midnight tonight, but it is 
expected to stretch it a bit if nec­ 
essary to reach a settlement 
That was done in negotiations 
with both 
General 
Motors 
and 
Ford, the other Big Three compa­ 
nies, before precedent-setting lay­ 
off pay plans and other major con­ 
tract benefits were given to the 
union in early June. 
Chrysler and the UAW reported­ 
ly have reached agreement on a 
plan that would guarantee laid-off 
workers 60 to B5 per cent of regu­ 
lar take-home pay for up to 26 
weeks of idleness. This and other 
terms of the new Chrysler agree­ 
ment are expected to follow close­ 
ly the Ford and GM contracts. 
Ford and GM also gave the un­ 
ion wage increases 
ranging

wards from 6 cents an hour, im­ 
proved pension plans 
and other 
benefits. 
The average 
industry 
wage was about $2.10 an hour when 
this round of negotiations began. 
As the Chrysler talks pushed on, 
UAW negotiators sought to end two 
strikes idling 60,000 members and 
to avert a walkout which would 
idle 24,000 others at American Mo­ 
tors Corp. 
The union is seeking layoff pay 
plans and other “pattern” benefits 
in these disputes too.

Jackson Sheriff Guilty

sion but showed no emotion. 
The jury of seven men and five 
women deliberated three hours and 
47 minutes before returning the 
verdict. Then they were polled and 
each juror answered that he or she 
had voted on the decision.

TRAGO’S ATTORNEY, John A. 
Staker of Portsmouth, said that 
“ appeal is being considered.” 
Mary Nicholson Snyder, Jackson 
County prosecutor, said Trago will 
continue as sheriff until otherwise 
removed. She added it was her 
understanding the removal could 
be accomplished either through a

Editor Dies 
Observing 
71st Birthday 
RYE BEACH, N. H. (85-E. Lans­ 
ing Rky, who rose from a $10-a- 
week job to editor and publisher 
of the St. Louis Globe-Democrat, 
died of a heart attack at his sum­ 
mer home here yesterday while 
observing his 71st birthday. 
His unexpected death ended 52 
years on the Globe-Democrat. The 
paper, had been under his direction 
for 36 of those years. 
Ray was opening gifts at a fam­ 
ily birthday party. Suddenly he 
felt weak, excused 
himself 
and 
wept to his bedroom. A physician 
was called but life quickly ebbed. 
Death was attributed to a coron­ 
ary thrombosis. 
Only five months ago Ray, whose 
family had controlled the news­ 
paper for three generations, sold 
his stock interest in the Globe- 
Democrat to Samuel I. Newhouse 
of New York. 
Ray remained as editor, publish­ 
er and chairman of the board. 
At the age of 34, Ray assumed 
direction of the newspaper by be­ 
coming trustee of the estate of a 
cousin, Miss Ellen J. McKee. At 
that time he was named president, 
editor and general manager. Seven 
years later he became principal 
owner. 
Ray passed up a chance for a 
college education to take a $10-a- 
week job in the business office of 
the Globe-Democrat at 18. He rose 
rapidly, becoming cashier a year 
later and advertising manager by 
the time he was 20 years old. 
Although his interests were wide, 
Ray always maintained

have never been anything but a 
newspaperman.”

No Epidemics 
In Polio Seen 
For Europe 
LONDON *85—Polio appears to 
have hit its summer peak in Eur­ 
ope 
without 
reaching 
epidemic 
proportions anywhere. The num­ 
ber of cases for the year to date 
ranges from a low of IO in Den­ 
mark to as high as 1,519 in Eng­ 
land and Wales. 
Only Denmark carried 
out 
a 
large-scale program 
of 
inocula­ 
tion. The country had 120 polio ca­ 
ses in the same period of 1954. No 
polio cases have yet developed 
among 430,000 schoolchildren vac­ 
cinated, the Danish Health Board 
reported. The vaccine was pro­ 
duced by the Danish State Serum 
Institute. 
Severe localized outbreaks oc­ 
curred in some areas of Europe. 
The Bavarian 
Interior 
Ministry, 
for example, reported 436 cases, 
more than double the state’s sea­ 
sonal 
average, 
and 
46 
deaths 
since May I. 
Berlin reported 48 cases and 5 
deaths. Glasgow reported 42 pa­ 
tients this week, a polio situation 
Deputy Health Officer W. Horne 
described as “ rather more than we 
can regard as seasonal.” 
On the other hand, Scandinavia 
generally had a low number of 
cases. Swedish and Danish health 
officials explained big outbreaks 
in 1952 and 1953 probably imuniz- 
ed large sections of the population. 
Italy, Netherlands and England 
are 
conducting 
vaccine 
studies 
preparatory to conducting immuni­ 
zation 
programs. 
Belgium 
and 
Sweden are awaiting f u r t h e r 
checks on vaccines.

“The very foundation of this policy was, 
is, and remains the great Lenin principle 
of peaceful coexistence of states belonging 
to different social systems. The Govern­ 
ment of the Soviet Union will undeviating­ 
ly continue to pursue a foreign policy di­ 
rected toward a further easing of tension, 
toward strengthening trust in relations be­ 
tween states, and toward the preservation 
of stable and durable peace and security, I 
basing itself on the fact that such a policy 
responds to the deep-rooted interests and 
the very great desire of all peoples — the 
desire for peace and tranquility, 
(ap­ 
plause)’* 
• 
The use of this term marks a revolution 
in Soviet thought and activity which needs 
to be studied and analyzed. The phrase 
used to be “Leninist-Stalinist.” Both Len­ 
in and Stalin are dead. Stalin is not only 
dead, he is obliterated. How is it possible 
to wipe away more than 30 years of his­ 
tory? 
We are not only to forget history, but 
the psychology of a people over this long 
period. Stalin was a tough buy, but was 
Lenin sweet and gentle? I used to see Lenin 
at the Smolny Institute in Petrograd in 
1917-18. I sat through the sessions of the 
Constituent Assembly which was to give 
the Russian people a constitution — and I 
saw Lenin smash that meeting as one 
smashes a glass with his heel. 
Nevertheless, there is a reminder of 
something in the current emphasis on Len­ 
in and the rejection of Stalin. It goes back 
to 1921, when Lenin instituted NEP, the 
New Economic Policy, a mixed capitalist 
socialist policy and procedure, designed to 
give Soviet Russia time and facilities to 
establish Socialism as a road to Commu­ 
nism. Stalin smashed the New Economic 
Policy and instituted a regime of hunger, 
particularly in the Ukraine, to do by bru­ 
tality what Lenin hoped to achieve by for­ 
eign trade and concessions to foreigners. 
So now, under the leadership of Nikita 
Khrushchev, there is a reversion to t h e 
less drastic methods of Lenin, but it comes 
after Stalinism which altered the map of 
Europe, eliminated some 15 free countries 
in the world and made them satellites of 
the Kremlin, imposed upon the U n i t e d 
States what seems to be a permanent mili­ 
tary budget and created an unmannerly 
atmosphere of distrust and e v e n hate 
among the nations of the Earth. Except for 
one or two public statements in 1941-42, 
when Great Britain and the United States 
^ent to the rescue of Soviet Russia, Stalin 
never said anything like this: 
“Despite different positions on the es­ 
sence of the problems under discussion, 
the heads of Government of the U n i t e d 
States, Britain, and France, just as we, | 
showed good-will and a sincere striving to 
find a common language and to mark 
paths for the solution of international ques 
tions which are most significant for t h e 
cause of general peace security.’*

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COLONIAL TWILIGHT 
HISTORICALLY, the French had more 
savvy in the handling of native colonials 
than they are demonstrating today. When 
France possessed the largest segment of 
the North American continent of any na­ 
tion, prior to 1760, it had a better working 
relationship with the Indians than the more 
aggressive British. 
The French demanded little of the native 
land, being content with a little agriculture 
and trading with the Indians. Their mis­ 
sionaries and traders lived among the red 
men, while the British were infiltrating In­ 
dian territory. When war came the Indians 
sided with the French and caused t h e 
British heavy losses until the superior Brit­ 
ish capacity for warfare finally triumphed. 
In Morocco, where the French deposed 
a strong, non-cooperative sultan a few 
years ago and installed a weak but coop­ 
erative one, the natives are overwhelming­ 
ly anti-French. Fighting has been ferocious 
and losses ghastly. In Indochina previous­ 
ly the French had lost most of the native 
good will. 
The word is now in the twilight of colon­ 
ialism. As the era of western colonialism 
dies out, the chief menace is that the more 
powerful communist nations will colonize 
ruthlessly. 
This is a danger the West must guard 
against at all cost. Certainly colonial pow­ 
ers cannot move out of backward nations 
and permit them to become amalgamated 
into the international communist conspir­ 
acy. 


PRICE MODIFICATION 
THE Agriculture Department’s l o n g 
awaited list of “undesirable” milling wheat 
varieties was published in time to permit 
farm ers to sow acceptable types for next 
y ear’s crop. Not unexpectedly,IO of the ll 
hard red winter varieties blacklisted, in a 
total list of 23, were closely associated with 
Kansas, the nation’s leading wheat pro­ 
ducing state. 
Such strains as Red Chief, Early Paw­ 
nee, Chiefkan, Red Jacket and Kanqueen 
were developed in the state, but in recent 
years have been planted to a decreasing 
extent. The “cats and dogs,” as Secretary 
Benson referred to them accounted for but 
13 per cent of Kansas’ total wheat acre­ 
age in 1954; the percentage ran as high as 
30 per cent in the twenties. 
Under the new discount program, farm­ 
ers will be docked 20 cents under the av­ 
erage ^apport price for every bushel of un­ 
desirable wheat. Enforcement of the pro­ 
gram will be on a self-policing basis, with 
the growers merely certifying to the vari­ 
eties grown. 
The expectation is that the new discount 
feature will make a considerable dent in 
low-grade commercially unusable plant­ 
ings. If this refinement proves effective it 
should encourage the department to be re­ 
ceptive to possible future modifications in 
the mechanics in the price support law.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Controlling Attacks 
Of Bronchial Asthma 
By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
WHILE hay fever Is an ex­ 
tremely annoying type of allergy, 
asthm a is a m uch more serious 
problem. These recurring attacks 
can leave you gasping for breath 
and totally disabled. 
Between three and five of every 
IOO persons in the United States 
suffer from asthm a. Some 2,000,- 
000 of th em h ave b ro n ch ial 
asthm a, the form of the disease 
usually m eant when we speak of 
asthm a. 
H eredity Is Factor 
Bronchial asthm a strikes both 
sexes and is most common among 
white persons. About one-third of 
the cases begin in children under 
IO. Like hay fever, asthm a fre­ 
quently is found in families with 
histories of allergy. Because of 
this we think heredity m ight be 
a factor. 
While asthm a may be caused by 
allergy to various foods or some 
sort of infection, we’ll consider 
here only those attacks brought 
on by ragweed and other inhal­ 
ants. 
Control Attacks 
There is no cure for bronchial 
asthm a except to avoid the pollen 
to which you are allergic. We can, 
however, control m ost attacks by 
a variety of well tried medicines. 
An asthm atic has difficulty 
breathing when a thick, rubbery 
m u co u s s e c re tio n p lu g s th e 
bronchial passages. The bronchial 


tubes contract. It is easier to 
breathe in than it is to exhale 
since expiration usually is a com­ 
paratively feeble act anyway. For 
a while you will breathe in more 
air th an you can expire. Little by 
little your lungs become over­ 
distended with residual air. 
Danger of Injury 
Most attacks occur at night and 
if untreated m ight last from an 
hour to several days. The longer 
the attack lasts and the more in ­ 
tense it Is, the greater is the 
danger of causing perm anent in­ 
jury to the h eart or lungs. 
Probably the easiest way to 
prevent an attack is by inhaling 
epinephrine spray from a nebu­ 
lizer. In severe attacks, injections 
of epinephrine or adrenaline usu­ 
ally provide relief. Ephedrine may 
be taken by m outh. Cortisone and 
hydrocortisone usually give good 
re su lts. And stro n g coffee or 
strong decoctions of tea help re­ 
lieve attacks for some persons. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
C. R. W.: I have a number of 
sebaceous cysts on hut head and 
body. Is it wise to hdfre them re­ 
moved before they become in­ 
fected? Is there anything like 
vitam ins which help eliminate 
them ? 
Answer: It is wise to*have the 
sebaceous cysts removed. Use of 
vitam ins would not cause these 
cysts to disappear.

NEW YORK OB-’What is a war 
hero like IO 
years rafter

leaves his last battleground? 
Ten years ago Audie Murphy, 
still too young to vote or grow a 
mustache, came home as Amer­ 
ica’s most decorated soldier of 
World War IL His 24 decora­ 
tions included the Medal of Hon­ 
or and a Purple Heart for each 
of his three battle wounds. 
The fanfare of a nation s ac­

In Hollywood Audie went up 
like a rocket and came down al­ 
most as fast.

Now 
he feels it is fair to take it. 
Murphy still holds a steadfast 
loye for the Army and says the 
war didn’t disillusion him. 
“ War is like a giant pack ra t,” 
he remarked. “ It takes some­ 
thing from you, and 
it leaves 
something behind in its stead. 
“ It ironed me out in some 
ways, so that now I feel like an 
old man but still sometimes act 
like a dumb kid. It made me 
grow up too fast. 
“ You live so much on nervous

It’s the same 
way in peace. Peace doesn’t give 
you the same comradeship as 
wtir. It can’t. There 
isn’t 
the 
sameness purpose. But you still

WASHINGTON (Jfi—In every way 
except one Aldo Icardi, a former 
Army lieutenant, was safe from 
court trial in the death of his com­ 
manding officer during World War 
II in Italy. Now the one has been 
used. 
The Italian government wanted 
him returned there to face trial for 
murder. A U. S. court ruled he 
could not be forced to go. An Ital­ 
ian court tried him—without his be­ 
ing there—and sentenced him to 
life imprisonment. 
It’s a sentence he will never have 
to serve unless he returns to Italy. 
Icardi, who all along has said he’s 
innocent, seemed safe from trial. 
But now a federal grand jury 
has charged him with committing 
perjury in testimony about the 
death of his wartime commanding 
officer. 
Maj. 
William 
Holohan. 
But, 
ironically, the 
government 
can’t 
prove 
he 
lied 
on 
these 
charges unless it implicates him 
in Holohan’s slaying. 
The worst punishment he faces 
is jail for perjury, not murder. If 
found 
guilty 
he 
faces 
a 
stiff 
stretch. He was indicted on a total 
of eight counts. Each carries a 
maximum penalty of five years. 
Holohan, 
the 
Defense 
Depart­ 
ment thought for a while, had been 
lost in action. After the war it be­ 
gan investigating.

Maj. Holohan of New York, then

His body was 
dumped in 30 feet of water in Lake 
Orta. 
Holohan’s body was found in the 
lake in 1950, well preserved by the 
icy water. It had two bullet holes 
in the head. 
Meanwhile, there were these 
events: 
1. Icardi and Lo Dolce left the 
Army with honorable discharges. 
Icardi is a salesman in Pittsburgh 
now and w’ants to be a lawyer. 
Lo Dolce is a tool designer in 
Rochester. 
2. Two Italians admitted they 
had a part in the killing and dump­ 
ing the body in the lake. They 
were tried in Italy and acquitted. 
Icardi, back in Pittsburgh and 
confronted with these charges, de­ 
nied them and said the last time 
he had seen Holohan was during a 
skirmish with German troops. Lo 
Dolce also has continued to affirm 
his innocence. 
In 1953 a House Armed Services 
subcommittee investigated the case 
and called Icardi and Lo Dolce as 
witnesses. Lo Dolce avoided going. 
Icardi testified. 
The subcommittee later reported 
there was enough evidence to in­ 
dict Icardi and Lo Dolce. But it 
agreed with the Defense Depart­ 
ment that there was no way to 
prosecute them in the U. S. for a 
crime in Illy. 
This week a federal grand jury 
indicted Icardi—but not Lo Dolce, 


Japan Leader

Started Just 50 Years Ago 
Heeting Again 


(Editor’s note: Fifty years ago 
today the name of Cobb — the 
fabulous, immortal, controversial 
Tyfus Raymond Cobb — first ap­ 
peared in a major league box 
score with the Detroit Tigers. 
To mark this historic occasion, 
H. G. Salsinger, veteran sports 
editor of the Detroit News, has 
written a special column on Cobb.

24 years later. 
b rillia n t and unorthodox, a fiery 
gehius and the gam e’s outstanding 
individualist, Cobb made baseball 
history for more than two decades. 
He dominated the game. 
He gained pre-eminence not be­ 
cause he was the fastest base run­ 
ner, nor the best base stealer, nor 
the fleetest fielder, nor the leading 


hitter but because he had the 
nimblest brawn that baseball has 
known. 
He had the ability to perceive 
a situation and take advantage of 
it before his opponents became 
aware of it. He was a keener 
student of the game than his con­ 
temporaries and understood the 
game better than they did. More 
than that, he understood* them bet­ 
ter than they understood them ­ 
selves. He knew their mechanical 
faults and weaknesses but he also 
knew their strength. 
He was baseball’s greatest play­ 
er because he out-thought them, 
kept a play ahead of them. He 
was not the greatest fielder, since 
there were several better. He was 
not the greatest place hitter since 
Wee Willie Keeler was admitedly 
better. He was not the greatest 
slugger since a dozen or more 
players could hit the ball farther. 
He was not the fastest man in the 
game since several others were 
just as fast and a few probably 
faster. 
His wide edge over the field was 
mental. He thought quicker than
